GAS. 

The  quality  of  the  gas  furnished  by 
our  Bloomfield  company  (its  corporate 
name  of  The  Montelair  Gas  and  Water 
Company  is  misleading)  is  very  good.  It 
is  frequently  remarked  by  those  who  use 
t?he  gas  of  other  towns  and  cities  that  our 
light  Js  more  brilliant  and  steady  and  re 
liable,  than  that  to  which  they  are  ac 
customed. 

The  jd vantages  of  gas  for  family  use 
are  very  great  and  easily  apprecAted.  It 
is  always  at  hand,  and  reqiures  no  care;  it 
is  clean  and  safe;  the  danger  of  acci¬ 
dental  fires  is  very  small;  it  is  out  of 
reach  of  children;  it  can  "be  regulated  to 
the  lowest  point,  and  is  still  free  from  of¬ 
fensive  odors.  All  these  facts  are  famil¬ 
iar  tons,  and  the^  are  only  repeated  now 
for  purposes  of  comparison. 

The  kerosene,  on  the  other  hand  is  very 
objectionable.  It  is  troublesome  to  take 
care  of  the  lamps,  has  an  offensive  smell, 
is  difficult  to  carry  from  room  to  room,  is 
very  unsafe  if  used  by  children  or  by  care¬

stretched  a  level  plain  covered  with 
white  incrustation  of  alkali.
